The  Transportation  system 
is  charged  with  the  responsi¬ 
bility  for  safely  getting  to 
school  each  day  nearly  1300 
students.  To  do  this  twenty- 
one  regular  routes  are  run 
each  day  plus  five  at  noon 
for  kindergarten.  For  this 
year  the  buses  traveled 
204,812  miles  of  which 
12,247  miles  were  traveled 
for  various  activities.  They 
used  41,555  gallons  of  gas 
which  makes  an  average  of 
4.9  miles  per  gallon.
